AFL President William Green 
and CIO Secretary-Treasurer 
James B. Carey said organized la- 
bor “just cannot go along with 
wage controls if prices are going 
to be allowed to run wild.” Both 
Green and Carey agreed that the 
economic controls bill already 
passed by the,Senate and a similar 
version now before the House 
were “inadequate.” 


Green and Carey expressed their 
views to an estimated 125 Con- 
gressmen—17 of them Republi- 
cans—in a_ closed-door session 
called by Rep. Adolph Sabath (D., 
Ill.) to rally support for stronger 
wage-price controls. 


NEED STRONGER CONTROLS 
Mobilization Chief Charle¢ E. 
Wilson, who spoke first, told the 
House members the present Senate 
and House bills were “insufficient” 
to meet the needs of the defense 
program. He said the country 
would suffer if Congress cut down 
the government’s power to effec- 
tively control wages, prices, credit 
and materials allocations. Wilson 
said that what was needed were 
stronger 
ones.

A couple of thousand years ago 
a Roman Emperor: named Nero 
gained immortality of a sort by 
fiddling while Rome burned. Ne- 
ro’s untimely fiddling has become 
the accepted symbol of futility in 
the face of crisis. However, it 
séems to us that Nero’s reputation 
is in danger; our own Congress 
seems determined to set a new 
record for music making while a 
holocaust threatens the world. The 
only difference is that our Con- 
gress is concentrating on chin mu- 
sic whereas Nero specialized in 


fiddle scraping. 

For many weeks now Congress 
has been engaged in what might 
loosely be termed as the “Great 
Debate.” Does it concern ways and 
means of beating Communism, 
_Staving off inflation and preserv- 
ing our economic stability? Heck, 
no. It centers around what Mac- 
Arthur said to Bradley in 1948 or 
what Truman wrote to Marshall in 
1946. 


Do the orators make the tocsin 
ring with pleas for the national 
unity which is so desperately 
needed to meet the frightening 
challenge of Communism? Decid- 
edly not; they are too busy trying | 
to determine what Acheson said to 
Barkley in the Senate washroom 
one day in 1944 All the while 
young men are dying in Korea, the 
nation is muddling along without | 
an adequate civilian defense pro- 
gram and inflation is threatening 
to paralyze the national economy. 
Surely old Nero must be turning 
over in his grave.

The plain truth of the matter

The papers, to be called “Daily 
News-Digest,” will be located in 


| Allentown, Penna., Monroe, La., 
Texarkana, Ark., Springfield, Mo., 
Meriden, Conn., Lorain, Ohio, and 
Huntington, Beckley and Charles- 
ton, W. Va. Four wil! begin pub- 
lishing late in July. 

The papers will test a wholly 
new idea in newspaper publishing. 
They will have their own news 
service with a direct wire from the 
Washington office to all papers in 
the chain. While each paper will 
have its own local staff, the Wash- 
ington bureau will have general 
control over make-up and layout 
of the papers, All news stories will 
be tailored to include only the 
most important facts so there will 
be space for more items than most 
daily papers carry. 

TRUTHFUL REPORTING 

The bureau will write headlines 
‘or all stories it sends out so they 
will be ready to go directly to the 
composing room when they reach 
the news offices. All stories will be 
written without slant or bias. 
Length will be determined by im- 
portance. All stories will be com- 
plete on the pages on which they 
start, 


The papers will appear on Tues- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday 
and Sunday. There will be no Sat- 
urday or Monday editions. The 
Sunday paper wil] serve as a week- 
end round-up of the news. Local 
advertising will be solicited and 
the papers will carry a page of 
popular comics and cartoons. Sim- 
ple, easy-to-read type faces will be 
used.

AFL in Landslide 
Win Over ILWU 


(State Fed. Release) 

The independent ILWU ware- 
house division of the Goldblatt- 
Bridges machine was delivered two 
staggering defeats. recently by 
American Federation of Labor 
forces in San Leandre and Mo- 
desto. 


Local 12 of the AFL Teamster- | 


Warehouse movement routed Lo- 
cal 6, ILWU, in the recent collec- 
tive bargaining elections at the 
General Foods Plant in San Lean- 
dro when they chalked up 75 
votes to five for the independent 
union. Thirty-seven workers voted 
for ‘no union” in the plant which 
normally employs approximately 
190 workers, 


In the Modesto election, another 
Teamster affiliate, Cannery Work- 
ers Local 748, piled up a smashing 
victory at the Pacific Grape Com- 
pany as they received 257 votes to 
only 33 for the ILWU. Since the 
ILWU challenged 14 AFL votes, 
the final tally may show a 271 to 
33 landslide. 

The Pacific Grape Products was 
at one time represented by the 
Food,. Tobacco, and Agricultural 
Workers. When both the FTA and 
ILWU were expelled by the CIO 
for alleged Communist domination, 
the jurisdiction was shifted from 
the FTA to the ILWU. The AFL 
immediately called for a collective 
bargaining election which it won 
by an almost 9 to 1 majority. 

H. C. Torreano, executive officer 
of Local 748, led the Modesto or- 
ganizing drive, while Joe Dillon, 
secretary-treasurer of Local 12, di- 
rected the San"Leandro campaign. 


Santa Clara Labor 
Goes on the Air 


(State Fed. Release) 

Radio listeners in Santa Clara 
County are now given a weekly re- 
view of AFL news each Wednes- 
day night over Statien KSJO, San 
Jose, through the joint sponsor- 
ship of the Santa Clara County 
Central Labor and Building Trades 
Councils.

70th AFL 
Convention 
In SF Sept. 17 


(State Fed. Release) 


The 1951 convention of the 
American Federation of Labor will 
open in San Francisco’s Civic Au- 
ditorium at 10 o’clock Monday 
morning, September 17, it was of- 
ficially announced last week by 
AFL President William Green. 


In his official call to affiliated 
bodies throughout America, Green 
declared the 70th convention will 
continue in session from day to 
day until the completion of all 
business, 


The AFL chief recalled that 
during the months which have en- 
sued since the adjournment of the 
1950 convention in Houston, U. S. 
labor has witnessed a clashing of 
ideologies and political philoso- 
phies at home and abroad. 


Green declared that the question 
all Americans must answer in 
1951 is: “Shall our free, democratic 
way of life and form of govern- 
ment survive, or shall it all be 
supplanted by totalitarianism and 
governmental domination?’ 


The convention call message 
eoncluded with the counsel that 
AFL officers and delegates to the 

an Francisco convention must 
renew labor’s determination never 
to surrender, and combat more ag- 
gressively than ever the Stalinist 
threat, while extending to the 
American government “full and 
complete assurance of our cooper- 
ation and support in any world 
fight which may be made for the 
preservation of liberty, freedom, 
and democracy and in opposition to 
totalitarianism and communism.”
